it  was  the  toughest  secret  Wartburg 
volunteer  Maxine  Phipps  ever  had  to  keep. 


The  94-year-old  Bartels  Lutheran  Retirement 
Community  resident  was  asked  to  greet  President 
George  W.  Bush.  She  happily  obliged,  leaving  Waverly 
the  morning  of  April  15  to  meet  him  in  Cedar  Rapids. 

She  also  had  to  keep  it  a secret  and  wasn’t  able  to  tell 
anyone  until  shortly  before  the  big  moment. 

Maxine  was  tapped  for  the  honor  because  of  her  work 
with  Community  Builders,  a Wartburg  program  in  which 
senior  citizens  and  Wartburg  students  tutor  area 
elementary  school  through  high  school  students.  The 
multigenerational  project  utilizes  face-to-face  meetings 
and  Internet  technology.  It  impressed  Bush,  who  hailed 
Maxine  as  an  example  of  the  dedication  to  service  he  hopes 
to  instill  in  all  Americans. 

After  her  granddaughters  gave  her  a computer  for  her 
90th  birthday,  Maxine  quickly  picked  up  the  basics. 

Today,  she’s  a whiz  at  e-mail  and  Internet  research  and  a 
strong  advocate  for  technology. 

“Senior  citizens  without  computers  don't  know  what 
they’re  missing,”  she  insists. 

Dr.  Fred  Waldstein  73,  professor  of  political  science 
and  Community  Builders  director,  proudly  escorted 
Maxine  to  Cedar  Rapids,  noting  that  she  threw  herself  into 
Community  Builders.  She  even  accepted  extra  duties  after 
the  death  of  another  volunteer.  Comunity  Builders 

wrapped  its  first  year  in  April,  and  the  college 
plans  to  continue  the  project  during  the 
2002-03  academic  year. 

Prior  to  the  president’s  arrival,  Maxine 
remained  calm,  though  she  admitted  she  had 
lost  her  appetite.  “I  wasn’t  too  nervous, 
because  he  seems  like  such  a down-to-earth 
person.” 

Her  fateful  meeting  is  like  a party  that 
hasn’t  reached  its  end,  as  friends,  family  and 
the  media  continue  to  call. 

Among  the  cherished  mementos  from 
Maxines  big  day  is  a picture  of  her  greeting 
Bush  and  a note  from  him. 

“I  applaud  your  dedication  and 
commitment  to  serving  your  community,” 
he  wrote.  “Your  work  reflects  the  true  spirit 
of  America.”

An  organ  piece  commissioned  in  celebration  of 
Wartbmg  College’s  Sesquicentennial  was 
premiered  May  25  during  a Commencement 
Weekend  recital  in  the  Wartburg  Chapel. 

Dr.  Karen  Black,  college  organist  and  associate 
professor  of  music,  performed  Pamela  Decker’s 
Fantasy  on  Bin  Feste  Burg  1st  Unser  Gott,  based  on 
Martin  Luther’s  A Mighty  Fortress  Is  Our  God. 

The  Kurtz  family,  which  has  longtime  ties  to 
Wartburg,  commissioned  the  piece  in  honor  of  the 
college’s  Sesquicentennial.  The  family  also 
commissioned  a hymn,  Love  and  Serve  the  Lord , 
which  premiered  during  Homecoming  2001  as  the 
college  opened  its  yearlong  Sesquicentennial 
celebration.

Loeschen's  art  back  in  Sesqui

The  artwork  of  Bruce  Loeschen  73 
adorns  the  walls  of  Wartburg  College 
once  again,  although  not  as 
conspicuously  as  the  cafeteria  murals  he 
painted  as  a student. 

Last  summer,  Loeschen 
created  a Wartburg 
montage  in  honor  of  the 
college’s  Sesquicentennial. 

A high  school  art  teacher  in 
Austin,  Minn.,  he  also 
operates  an  illustration 
business  and  has  extensive 
experience  in  creating 
montages  of  recognizable 
landmarks  for  communities 
throughout  the  United 
States.  He  exhibited  for  a 
number  of  years  at  the  Minnesota 
Renaissance  Festival. 

The  Wartburg  montage  depicts  the 
Waverly  campus  architecture,  beginning 
with  Old  Main  and  including  the 
college’s  newest  structures. 

Loeschen  said  creating  the  piece  took 
about  50  hours,  from  first  sketch  to  ink, 
and  was  interrupted  by  the  Sept.  1 1 
terrorist  attacks  in  New  York  and 
Washington,  D.C. 


“I  had  just  finished  the  work  and  was 
self-critiquing  when  Sept.  11  happened,” 
Loeschen  said.  “A  week  later,  when  I 
looked  at  it  again,  I was  inspired  by  some 
of  the  symbolism.” 

Loeschen  said  images  of 
the  Trinity  emerge  from  a 
triangle  formed  at  the  top 
of  the  drawing  with  the 
Wartburg  Chapel  cross, 
symbolizing  the  Father,  the 
St.  Francis  sculpture  with 
its  image  of  Jesus 
symbolizing  the  Son  and 
the  “Aegis”  sculpture  from 
the  Wartburg  Chapel 
Garden  symbolizing  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

“Mathematical  perfection,  humanity 
and  symbolism  of  spirit  are 
coincidentally  in  this  trinity,  all  at  the 
top,”  Loeschen  noted.  “Could  this  be 
what  150  years  has  created  at  Wartburg, 
and  will  it  continue?” 

Loeschen’s  first  Wartburg  work  was 
much  bigger  than  his  new  poster-sized 
montage.  In  the  summer  of  1972,  he 
painted  murals  on  the  north  and  south 
walls  of  the  cafeteria.

“I  was  unemployed,  and  loans  would 
only  go  so  far,”  Loeschen  explained.  “I 
thought  the  college  needed  more  art  ... 
Charles  Frelund  (then  an  art  professor) 
helped  me  make  a proposal  to  the 
administration.” 

‘The  entire  south  caf  wall  was  a 
street  scene,”  explained  Don  Juhl, 
director  of  food  services  and  Loeschen’s 
project  supervisor  for  the  job.  The  north 
wall  mural  featured  the  Wartburg  Castle 

Ion  a hill  surrounded  by  a forest,  based  on 
Loeschen’s  belief  that  a school  named 
after  a castle  should  promote  that 
heritage. 

His  work  attracted  a lot  of  attention, 
Juhl  recalled.  “People  thought  there  were 
hidden  scenes  - naked  ladies  or  the 
college  president  visiting  a house  of  ill- 
repute,  for  example.  They  also  thought 
various  faculty  members  were  depicted  in 
the  mural,”  he  said. 

Loeschen  confirmed  the  presence  of 
some  hidden  images,  but  he  said  it  was 
all  in  fun. 

“The  many  hours  studying  anatomy, 
costumes  and  compositions  resulted  in 
humoring  myself,”  he  said.  “A  couple 
horses  had  their  legs  backwards,  and  the 


scene  included  a lady  with  three  breasts 
and  a few  anachronisms  like  a wrist 
watch  and  drug  pipe.  They  were  subtle, 
but  real.” 

The  mural  decorated  the  cafeteria  for 
nearly  15  years  until  it  was  covered  with 
paint  and  wallpaper  during  a renovation 
project  in  the  summer  of  1 986.  Loeschen 
said  he  was  disappointed  when  the  mural 
was  destroyed,  but  he  keeps  things  in 
perspective. 

“The  art  critics  were  into  abstract 
impressionism,  but  in  a historical  sense,” 
he  noted.  “I  think  it  could  have  been  a 
masterpiece  as  a folk  art  piece,  but  it’s 
gone  now,  and  on  to  something  better.” 

At  the  present  time,  Loeschen’s 
Sesquicentennial  montage  is  that 
something  better.  The  artist  is  proud  to 
have  been  a Wartburg  student  and  now, 
part  of  the  historic  Sesquicentennial 
celebration.  He  donated  his  work  and  the 
proceeds  derived  from  it  as  a 150th 
anniversary  gift  to  the  college.

Seversons  will  match 

Robert  ‘66  and  Sally  Severson, 

Cottage  Grove,  Minn.,  have 
committed  a $50,000  challenge  gift 
to  assist  Wartburg  in  significantly 
increasing  its  percentage  of  alumni 
contributors. 

“Our  goals  are  to  increase  the 
number  of  alumni  fiscally  supporting 
the  college  and  to  ensure  a growing  pool  of  dollars  to 
continue  the  quality  and  richness  of  the  educational 
experience  for  students  and  staff  and  all  who  are 
touched  by  Wartburg,”  said  Robert,  an  Alumni 
Board  member. 

While  alumni  giving  is  up  in  terms  of  total 
dollars,  the  percentage  of  alumni  contributors  has 
declined  in  recent  years.  The  goal  of  the  Severson 
challenge  is  to  attract  500  new  alumni  donors,  which 
would  raise  the  alumni  giving  percentage  to  33 
percent.  If  gifts  from  these  new  donors  average  $100, 


the  full  amount  of  the  $50,000 
challenge  will  be  realized. 

All  alumni  who  did  not  contribute 
to  the  college  during  the  2001-02 
fiscal  year  (nearly  10,000)  are  eligible 
for  the  challenge.  The  Seversons  will 
match  every  gift  received  from  this 
group  before  May  31,  2003,  regardless 
of  the  designation,  up  to  a grand  total  of  $50,000. 

Each  new  alumni  gift  will  help  reach  the 
challenge  goal.  In  addition,  all  contributions  will 
count  toward  meeting  the  objectives  of  Campaign 
Wartburg. 

“We  challenge  alumni  to  reflect  on  their 
Wartburg  experience  and  how  it  contributed  to  what 
they  have  become,”  Robert  said.  “We  hope  the  result 
of  this  reflection  is  a financial  gift  to  ensure  similar 
experiences  for  others.”

Scofield  challenge  targets  Tower  Society  membership 


Faculty,  staff  commit 
more  than  $1.35 
million  to  campaign 

The  college's  faculty  and  staff 
committed  more  than  $1 .35 
million  to  Campaign  Wartburg. 

The  total  represents  gifts  and 
commitments  from  244 
employees  and  their  families  and 
includes  retired  faculty  and  staff. 

Athletic  Director  Gary  Grace,  a 
faculty-staff  campaign  volunteer 
co-chair,  noted  that  many  people 
helped  complete  this  portion  of 
the  project.  "This  is  an  exciting 
result,  and  we  expect  the  total  to 
increase  as  additional  faculty 
and  staff  get  on  board  in  the 
months  ahead,"  he  added. 

Funds  from  the  $88  million 
campaign  will  go  toward 
Wartburg 's  endowment  ($40.85 
million);  facilities  and  special 
projects  ($40.15  million);  and 
the  Annual  Fund  ($7  million). 

"This  is  a significant  milestone 
toward  our  campaign  goal," 
said  President  Jack  R.  Ohle.  "It 
represents  an  impressive 
commitment  from  individuals 
whose  daily  service  to  the 
college  and  its  students  plays 
such  a vital  role  in  our  success." 

Campaign  Wartburg  was 
launched  Oct.  22  and  includes 
gifts  from  June  1998  to  May 
2006. 

As  of  May,  total  gifts  and 
commitments  toward  the  goal 
have  reached  nearly  $47 
million,  said  David  Ostrander, 
vice  president  for  institutional 
advancement. 


For  the  first  time  ever,  the 
Wartburg  Annual  Fund  topped 
the  $1  million  mark  during  the 
2001-02  fiscal  year. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the 
increased  level  of  support  is  the 
growth  of  the  Tower  Society. 
Created  in  1999,  it  recognizes 
alumni  and  friends  who  give 
unrestricted  annual  gifts  of  $ 1 ,000 
or  more  during  a fiscal  year. 

In  its  inaugural  year,  the  Tower 
Society  recognized  190  donors. 
That  number  grew  to  222  in 
2000-01  and  to  nearly  250  this 
past  year. 

Recognizing  the  critical  need  for 
unrestricted  annual  gifts,  Wartburg 
Regent  Ozzie  Scofield  ‘63  and  his 
wife  Ann  recently  announced  a 
five-year  $250,000  challenge 
program  to  increase  the  number  of 
Tower  Society  donors  to  500. 


“Those  who  knew  me  as  a 
student  may  remember  that  I was 
not  a particularly  serious  student,” 
Ozzie  notes.  “But  the  lessons  I 
learned  and  the  relationships  I 
formed  during  those  years  have  had 
a significant  impact  on  my 
business  career  and  my  life. 

“As  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  I have  gained  a greater 
appreciation  for  the  role  played  by 
the  Annual  Fund  in  keeping  the 
cost  of  a Wartburg  education 
affordable.  We  need  to  take  a 
quantum  leap  in  this  area  to 


maintain  our  status  as  one  of  the 
best  small  colleges  in  America.” 

The  challenge  goal  will  be  to 
attract  at  least  50  new  members  to 
the  Tower  Society  each  year  for  the 
next  five  years.  For  every  new 
Tower  Society  member,  the 
Scofields  will  make  a $1,000  gift, 
up  to  $50,000  each  year  through 
May  31,  2007. 

If  the  college  is  successful  in 
meeting  the  challenge  and  retains 
these  new  Tower  Society  members, 
membership  should  reach  500  by 
the  end  of  the  2006-07  fiscal  year. 

“Ann  and  I challenge  those  who 
care  about  Wartburg  to  join  the 
Tower  Society  as  part  of  your 
commitment  to  Campaign 
Wartburg,”  Ozzie  said.

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Wartburg  breaks 
ground  for  two 
major  projects 

Students,  faculty,  adminis- 
trators and  contractors  joined 
Wartburg  President  Jack  R.  Ohle 
and  Board  of  Regents  vice  chair 
Joann  Kilgus  for  groundbreaking 
ceremonies  April  9 at  Becker 
Hall  of  Science  and  the  Student 
Union. 

Expansion  and  renovation  of 
both  facilities  are  part  of 
Campaign  Wartburg.  The 
projects  are  on  a two-year 
timetable. 

The  Becker  Hall  project 
begins  with  construction  of  a 
55,000  square-foot  addition. 
Once  that  facility  is  completed, 
the  present  structure,  built  in 
1967,  will  be  renovated. 

Kilgus  said  at  the  ground- 
breaking ceremony  that  the 
project  will  benefit  Wartburg ’s 
nationally  recognized  science 
programs.  Citing  the  need  for 
updated  facilities,  she  noted  that 
since  Becker  Hall  opened  in 
1967,  man  has  walked  on  the 
moon,  developed  revolutionary 
computer  technology  and 
mapped  the  human  genome. 

The  Student  Union  project 
will  help  accommodate 
Wartburg ’s  growing  enrollment 
by  providing  expanded  space  for 
dining,  meetings,  mail  services, 
Student  Life  offices  and  student 
organizations.  The  project 
includes  construction  of  a 
multipurpose  performance  space 
and  development  of  a new 
campus  entrance.

Alumni  giving 
climbs,  donor 
percentage  declines 

In  the  past  six  years,  alumni 
giving  has  increased  steadily 
while  the  percentage  of  alumni 
contributing  to  the  college  has 
declined. 

In  2000-01,  alumni 
contributed  $2,387,368,  a 
104-percent  increase  over  the 
1995-96  fiscal  year.  Yet  the 
percentage  of  alumni 
contributors  fell  from  a high  of 
34.6  percent  in  1995-96  to  28.9 
percent  in  2000-01.  Nationally, 
alumni  giving  at  private  liberal 
arts  institutions  averages  32.1 
percent.

College  graduates  1 50th  class,  awards  honorary  degrees 


A total  of  298  May  and  August 
graduates  participated  in  Wartburg 
College’s  150th  Spring  Commence- 
ment May  26.  It  was  the  first 
Commencement  in  Walston-Hoover 
Stadium. 

Wartburg  President  Jack  R. 

Ohle  delivered  a charge  to  the  class 
of  2002,  and  Kasandra  J.  Riley  of 
Onaiaska,  Wis.,  gave  the  class 
response. 

The  college  awarded  honorary 
degrees  to  the  first  lady  of  the 
United  Republic  of  Tanzania  and 
the  president  of  Dubuque’s 
Wartburg  Theological  Seminary. 

Madame  Anna  Mkapa,  the  1999 
Wartburg  Graven  Award  recipient, 
was  granted  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Humane  Letters,  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Duane  H.  Larson  received  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree. 

Mkapa’s  niece,  Mindi  Kasiga  of 
Dar-es-Salaam,  Tanzania,  was  a 
member  of  the  graduating  class. 

As  first  lady  of  Tanzania,  Mkapa 
takes  an  active  role  in  providing 
educational  opportunities  and 
support  networks  for  young  women 
and  children  throughout  Tanzania. 
In  1997,  she  established  and  became 


chairperson  of  Equal  Opportunity 
For  All  Trust  Fund,  which  provides 
scholarships  for  underprivileged 
students. 

Mkapa  also  provides  assistance  to 
Tanzanian  students  at  Wartburg. 
Her  continued  connection  with  the 
college  benefits  all  students  through 
Wartburg  Venture  Education 
programs  and  Tanzanian  May  Term 
courses. 

“While  the  college  celebrates  its 
150th  anniversary,  Tanzania 
celebrated  her  40th  independence 
anniversary  only  last  December,” 
she  explained.  “I  find  the  interest  of 
Wartburg  College  - in  our  people 
and  our  country  - to  be  a matter  of 
profound  encouragement.” 

In  addition  to  receiving  an 
honorary  degree  at  Commencement, 
Larson  spoke  at  Baccalaureate, 
where  he  discussed  the  promise  of 
vocation. 

“Vocation  is  about  more  than 
profession.  And  while  your 
profession  may  well  change  several 
rimes  in  your  life,  your  vocation 
will  not,”  he  said.  “Something  is 
your  vocation  when  you  are  called 
out  of  yourself.  Jesus  put  it  this 


way:  When  you  attempt  to  save 
your  life,  you  lose  it.  When  you 
would  lose  your  life,  you  will  gain 
it.” 

Before  his  call  to  Wartburg 
Seminary,  Larson  was  professor  of 
systematic  theology  at  Lutheran 
Theological  Seminary  in 
Gettysburg,  Pa.  Prior  to  that  he 
served  as  pastor  of  three  Lutheran 
congregations  in  California. 

Larson  received  a bachelor’s 
degree  from  Pacific  Lutheran 
University  in  Tacoma,  Wash.,  and  a 
Master  of  Divinity  degree  from 
Luther-Northwestern  Theological 
Seminary  in  St.  Paul,  Minn.  He 
earned  his  doctorate  from  the 
Graduate  Theological  Union  in 
Berkeley,  Calif. 

Through  Larson’s  leadership,  two 
Wartburg  College-Wartburg 
Seminary  scholarships  were  created 
to  strengthen  ties  between  the 
institutions. 

The  college  and  seminary  share 
common  roots.

She  has 
already  completed  the  next 
installment,  for  which  Gardenia 
Press  has  first  right  of  review.  She 


calls  the  books  the  Temple  of  Virtue 
Series  and  estimates  she  will 
complete  five  or  six  installments. 

When  Dencklau  began  Sword  and 
Song,  she  intended  to  write  about 
college  students  - a Medieval-style 
Wartburg,  she  said.  “You  always 
hear,  ‘Write  what  you  know,’  so  I 
tried  that.  But  it  just  didn’t  dick.  It 
kept  changing.”

Despite  years  of  globetrotting 
and  performing  for  world  leaders, 
Simon  Estes  has  a lot  in  common 
with  Wartburg  students. 

At  heart,  he’s  an  Iowan  who  can 
teach  students  about  faith,  service 
and  leadership,  said  Dr.  Paul 
Torkelson  76. 

As  a result,  Estes,  a renowned 
opera  star,  has  joined  the  Wartburg 
faculty  as  distinguished  professor 
and  artist-in-residence. 

“Students  will  have  a world-class 
artist  in  the  classroom  on  a regular 
basis,”  said  Torkelson,  professor  of 
music  and  director  of  the  Wartburg 
Choir.  “It’s  exciting  that  we’ll  be 
able  to  draw  on  the  experience  of  a 
professional  who  has  been  actively 
involved  in  an  opera  career  on 
European  stages  and  in  the  major 
houses  of  the  United  States.” 

Estes  will  begin  at  Wartburg 
this  fall.  The  Board  of  Regents 
endorsed  his  appointment  during 
its  historic  Sesquicentennial  May 
2002  meeting  at  the  Wartburg 
Castle  in  Eisenach,  Germany. 

The  new  position  will  draw  on 
the  full  range  of  Estes’  abilities  and 
expertise,  from  his  powerful  bass- 
baritone  voice  to  his  personable 
teaching  style,  spiritual  commitment 
and  vast  life  experience,  said  Wartburg 
College  President  Jack  R.  Ohle. 

“This  is  a tremendous  opportunity 
for  Wartburg,”  Ohle  added.  “Dr.  Estes 
is  a man  of  strong  faith  and  integrity, 
and  he  embodies  the  college’s  core 
values  of  leadership,  service,  faith  and 
learning.  His  presence  on  campus  will 
make  him  a strong  role  model  for 
Wartburg  students.” 


The  agreement 
will  bring  Estes  to 
Wartburg  for  several 
weeks  each  year, 

Ohle  said. 

“My  wife  and  I 
are  thrilled  with  the 
opportunity  to  be 
associated  with  a 
man  like  Jack  Ohle 
and  his  wonderful 
wife  Kris,”  Estes 
said.  “I’m  also 
excited  about 
working  with  the 
college’s  faculty  and 
sharing  my  experiences  and 
knowledge  with  students.” 

While  at  Wartburg,  he  will 
work  with  Dr.  Ferol  Menzel,  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs  and 
dean  of  the  faculty,  and  Torkelson. 
Estes’  duties  will  include  teaching 
master  classes,  coaching  voice, 
offering  programs  for  high  school 
music  teachers  and  students, 
lecturing  in  classes  in  various 
disciplines  and  speaking  at  chapel. 
In  addition,  he  will  give  concerts 
and  perform  with  the  Wartburg 
Choir.  He  and  his  wife  will  also 
travel  with  the  Ohles  and  with 
college  music  groups. 

“He  will  be  much  more  than  a 
professor  of  music;  he  will  be  a 
professor  for  the  entire  college,” 
Ohle  explained.  “Having  someone 
of  his  caliber  and  distinction 
interacting  with  students  in  all 
majors  sets  Wartburg  apart.” 

“Dr.  Estes  is  a performer  who  has 
been  there,”  Torkelson  added.  “He’ll 
be  able  to  offer  a remarkable 


perspective  to  our  students.  You  just 
don’t  find  a voice  and  musician  of 
this  level  unless  you  go  to  New 
York  City.  It’s  a marvelous 
opportunity.” 

Although  Estes’  career  includes 
singing  for  four  U.S.  presidents, 
South  African  leaders  Nelson 
Mandela  and  Desmond  Tutu  and 
twice  for  Pope  John  Paul  II,  he  is 
deeply  honored  by  his  appointment 
to  Wartburg ’s  faculty. 

“I  am  tremendously  enthusiastic 
and  humbled  by  the  opportunity  of 
working  with  an  institution  that 
has  its  foundation  rooted  in  faith 
and  sendee,”  Estes  said.  “I  am 
looking  forward  to  being  with  the 
communities  of  Wartburg  and 
Waverly.” 

Born  in  Centerville  as  the 
grandson  of  a slave,  Estes  credits  his 
success  to  his  faith,  parental 
upbringing  and  a determination  to 
maintain  a positive  attitude.  A well- 
known  youth  advocate,  he  has 
established  four  scholarship 
foundations  for  young  people, 


including  the  Switzerland-based 
Simon  Estes  International 
Foundation  for  Children. 

In  the  area  of  Cape  Town,  South 
Africa,  the  Simon  Estes  Music  High 
School  and  its  choir  are  named  in 
his  honor. 

Estes  studied  under  Charles 
Kellis  at  the  University  of  Iowa 
before  being  admitted  to  Juilliard 
School  of  Music  in  New  York  City 
in  1964.  He  received  a grant  to 
study  abroad  and  made  his 
professional  operatic  debut  in  1965 
at  the  Deutsche  Oper  in  Berlin, 
where  he  sang  the  role  of  Ramfis  in 
Aida.  A year  later,  he  received  the 
bronze  medal  at  the  Tchaikovsky 
Competition  in  Moscow. 

An  outspoken  advocate  for  equal 
opportunities  for  African  Americans 
in  classical  music  and  opera  - 
particularly  in  the  United  States  - 
Estes  debuted  at  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  in  1982.  He  is  currently  a 
distinguished  artist-in-residence  at 
Iowa  State  University  and  has 
taught  at  Juilliard.  Estes  has  given 
numerous  master  classes  throughout 
the  United  States,  Europe,  Africa 
and  South  America. 

Ohle  believes  Estes  will  be  a 
perfect  addition  to  Wartburg.  “He 
comes  from  a small  town  in  Iowa; 
many  of  our  students  are  from 
similar  communities.  He  is  Iowa’s 
own.”  The  president  added  that 
Estes’  connections  and  involvement 
could  lead  to  tours  in  South  Africa 
for  Wartburg  music  groups  and 
other  projects. 


College  uses  Lilly  grant  for  exploration 
of  link  between  faith,  vocation 


Lilly  Endowment  Inc.  in  Indianapolis 
has  awarded  Wartburg  a $49,352  planning 
grant. 

Funded  by  the  Endowment’s  Programs 
for  the  Theological  Exploration  of  Vocation, 
the  grant  will  help  Wartburg  develop  a 
plan  that  integrates  the  theological  concept 
of  vocation  into  the  curriculum.  After 
developing  a plan  this  summer,  the  college 
will  apply  for  an  implementation  grant  of 
up  to  $2  million. 

More  than  300  colleges  and 
universities  applied  for  grants,  and 
Wartburg  was  one  of  50  schools  to  receive 
an  award. 

Through  the  program,  the  Endowment 
assists  church-related,  liberal  arts  colleges 
and  universities  in  establishing  and 
strengthening  programs  that  help  students 
examine  the  link  between  faith  and 
vocational  choice. 

“Like  Wartburg,  Lilly  Endowment  is 
interested  in  helping  students  to  discover 
and  claim  their  callings,”  said  Dr.  Lake 
Lambert  III,  assistant  professor  of  religion 
and  grant  project  director.  “For  the  past 
three  years,  Lilly  Endowment  has  been 
providing  funds  to  church-related  colleges 
to  create,  build  and  strengthen  programs 
that  help  students  discover  and  prepare  for 
their  callings  in  life.” 

The  Wartburg  planning  committee  has 
explored  several  program  possibilities, 
including  strengthening  and  adding  a 
spiritual  dimension  to  the  Pathways  Center, 


which  coordinates  the  college’s  academic 
advising  and  student  support  services. 

The  committee  will  also  consider  creating 
new  faculty  and  staff  development 
opportunities,  building  ties  with  Wartburg 
Theological  Seminary  in  Dubuque  and 
expanding  and  funding  internship  and 
service  opportunities. 

“The  Endowment  is  not  only  concerned 
that  we  develop  good  ideas  for  how  to  use  a 
$2  million  implementation  grant.  They 
also  want  to  know  that  a large  number  of 
faculty  and  staff  members,  as  well  as 
students  and  alumni,  have  been  involved  in 
the  planning  process.”  Lambert  explained. 

In  addition  to  Lambert,  Vicki  Edelnant, 
director  of  Pathways  Center  and  senior 
lecturer  in  liberal  studies,  and  the  Rev. 
Ramona  Bouzard,  director  of  church 
relations  and  associate  in  campus  ministry, 
are  primary  project  leaders  and  provide 
subcommittee  and  group  leadership. 

The  committee  hosted  an  April  22-23 
retreat  at  Sinsinawa  (Wisconsin)  Mounds 
Center,  located  across  the  Mississippi  River 
from  Dubuque.  The  retreat  drew  more  than 
60  faculty,  staff,  alumni,  students  and 
community  members  to  assist  with  project 
development. 

“There  are  also  opportunities  to  be 
involved  right  now  on  the  planning 
committee,  and  there  will  be  other 
opportunities  to  be  involved  as  the  grant  is 
written,”  Lambert  added.

He  played  on 
the  1968  Iowa  Conference  championship  squad 
and  ended  his  four- year  career  with  3,294  yards 
and  1 1 touchdowns. 

Nelson’s  school  records  for  total  offense  in  a 
game,  season  and  career  stood  until  the  early 
1990s.  He  completed  a master’s  degree  in 
1972  at  South  Dakota  State  University.  As  a 
high  school  football  coach,  he  compiled  a 54- 
1 3 record  at  Nashua  and  Adel-DeSoto,  where 
his  teams  earned  three  state  playoff  berths  in 
10  seasons.

Adix  made  580  points  in 
his  senior  year,  when  the 
Knights  won  the  Iowa 
Conference  men’s  basketball 
championship.

“Wartburg  ’s  broad-based  excellence 
in  athletics  reflects  the  institution’s 
commitment  to  establishing  an 
atmosphere  in  which  student-athletes 
can  experience  athletic  and  academic 
success,”  said  conference  commissioner 
John  Cochrane  in  presenting  the  awards. 

The  Knights  won  the  women’s 
trophy  for  the  first  time  since  1993-94, 
finishing  first  or  tied  for  first  in 
basketball,  cross  country  and  track  and 
field. 

The  men  won  their  fifth  consecutive 
Hertel  Trophy  with  first-  or  second-place 
finishes  in  seven  of  the  nine  men’s  sports, 
including  conference  titles  in  wrestling, 
baseball,  cross  country  and  track  and 
field.

BASKETBALL: 

Men  achieve  20  wins 

The  men's  basketball  team  equaled  last  year's  record 
of  20  wins,  marking  the  first  consecutive  20-win 
seasons  since  1 973-74  and  1 974-75.  The  team 
finished  second  in  the  Iowa  Conference  regular 
season  and  second  in  the  conference  tournament. 

The  Knights  had  the  top  defense  in  the  conference, 
allowing  only  68.5  points  per  game,  and  were  first  in 
free-throw  percentage  (75.9),  paced  by  guard  Adam 
Sanchez  '05  of  Hudson,  whose  87.8  free  throw 
percentage  led  the  conference.  Wartburg  posted  the 
fewest  rebounds  allowed  per  game  (31 .2)  and  was 
first  in  defending  three-point  shots.  The  team  also 
topped  the  league  in  attendance,  averaging  nearly 
800  fans  at  each  home  contest. 

BASKETBALL: 

Women  take  tourney  title 

After  tying  for  the  Iowa  Conference  regular-season 
title,  the  Wartburg  women  won  their  second  straight 
conference  tournament  and  a berth  in  the  NCAA 
regional  tournament.  They  lost  71-61  to  Carleton 
College  in  the  first  round. 

Center  Holly  Mohs  '03  of  Postville  and  guard  Brianne 
Schoonover  '02  of  Fredericksburg  surpassed  the 
1 ,000-point  career  mark  during  the  season. 
Schoonover  finished  sixth  on  the  all-time  scoring 
chart,  while  Mohs  is  fourth  with  one  year  left. 

Mohs  set  a new  single  season  field  goal  percentage 
record,  eclipsing  her  2000-01  mark  of  57.1  with  57.3.

Completing  a "Decade  of  Dominance”  in  the  Iowa 
Conference,  the  Knights  outdistanced  Luther  160- 
1 35.5  to  continue  the  third-longest  winning  streak  in 
the  nation  for  conference  wrestling  tournaments. 

Behind  a remarkable  consolation  round  at  the 
national  tournament,  the  Knights  moved  up  to 
second.  Without  a finalist  in  the  championship  round, 
they  held  on  to  share  second  place  with  Upper  Iowa. 
Wartburg's  seven  all-Americans  were  the  most  in 
Division  III  and  the  most  for  Wartburg  since  1 999, 
when  the  Knights  had  eight.

FBI  whistle-blower  graduated  from  Wartburg 

from  the  Waterloo-Cedar  Falls  Courier,  May  29,  2002 


The  woman  who  blew  the  whistle  on  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  alleging  the 
agency  botched  a pre-Sept.  11  investigation 
graduated  from  Wartburg. 

Coleen  Cheney  Rowley  77  of  Apple 
Valley,  Minn.,  is  chief  counsel  for  the  FBI’s 
Minnesota  field  office.  On  May  2 1 , she  wrote 
a letter  to  FBI  Director  Robert  Mueller  in 
which  she  criticized  headquarters  for 
interfering  with  - then  covering  up  - the 
investigation  ofZacarias  Moussaoui,  the  “the  20th 
highjacker.” 

Rowley  also  sent  the  letter  to  members  of  the  Senate 
Intelligence  Committee.  The  FBI  had  classified  the 
letter,  but  it  became  public  and  touched  off  a firestorm 
in  the  nation’s  capital. 

“Those  of  us  who  know  (Rowley)  know  she  has 
intelligence  and  integrity.  And  it  certainly  takes  a lot  of 
courage  to  criticize  the  higher-ups  in  Washington,”  said 
family  friend  Bob  Rigler  of  New  Hampton,  Rowley’s 
hometown. 

Rowley  earned  a degree  in  French  at  Wartburg  and  a 
law  degree  from  the  University  of  Iowa. 

In  the  letter,  Rowley  leveled  harsh  criticism  at  the 
agency  where  she’s  worked  for  21  years. 

Rowley  alleges  officials  at  FBI  Headquarters 
I thwarted  an  attempt  to  obtain  search  warrants  that 
would  have  allowed  access  to  Moussaoui ’s  computer 
before  Sept.  1 1 . A search  after  the  attack  revealed 
information  linking  Moussaoui  to  Osama  bin  Laden. 

Immigration  and  Naturalization  Services  arrested 


Moussaoui  in  August  for  overstaying  his  visa  after 
a Minnesota  flight  school  reported  a suspicious 
man  had  requested  lessons. 

In  the  letter  Rowley  describes  herself  as  a 
mother  of  four  and  the  sole  breadwinner  of  a 
family  of  six.  She  also  requested  and  received 
federal  whistle-blower  protection.  She  is  less  than 
three  years  from  retirement. 

Iowa  Sen.  Charles  Grassley,  a member  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee,  said  after  reading  the 


Rowley,  he  believes  Rowley’s  account  is  a credible  one. 

Grassley  also  offered  Rowley  protection  as  a witness 
in  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee’s  investigation  of 
the  FBI. 

“Mrs.  Rowley  is  a perfect  example  of  FBI  agents 
doing  what  they  do  right,  and  then  she  has  to  stick  her 
neck  out  as  she  did  in  that  letter.  It’s  such  a tremendous 
letdown  to  have  someone  at  headquarters  sabotage  the 
whole  investigation,”  Grassley  said. 

Rowley’s  recent  work  for  the  Minnesota  FBI  field 
office  included  checking  over  applications  for  wiretap 
requests.  She  also  worked  as  an  investigator  in  New 
York. 

“She  was  thorough  and  capable.  She  wouldn’t  let 
anything  slip  through  that  did  not  have  the  (required) 
probable  cause  and  need,”  said  retired  FBI  agent  Dag 
Sohlberg  of  Apple  Valley,  Minn. 

Sohlberg  said  agents  he  has  spoken  with  support 
Rowley’s  actions.  “I  admire  her  for  what  she  did,” 
he  said.

Kristi  Becker  70  - Cologne,  Germany 

Becker,  a pre-eminent  interpreter  of  contemporary 
keyboard  compositions,  has  had  a lasting  impact  on  the 
new  music  of  Europe.  She  has  recorded  for  major 
European  radio  stations,  premiered  works  by 
contemporary  composers,  and  performed  with 
prominent  symphony  orchestras  in  Germany  as  a soloist 
at  major  international  festivals. 

She  graduated  from  Wartburg  with  a Bachelor  of  Music  degree  that 
emphasized  piano  and  flute.  Following  her  graduation,  she  studied  in 
Germany  as  a Fulbright  Scholar.  She  earned  a master’s  degree  in  fine  arts 
from  the  University  of  Iowa.

population  (27  percent)  and  the  teaching  faculty  (6  percent), 
vu  was  designed  to  prepare  minority  teaching  candidates.

Alumni  Association  constitution  changed 

The  Wartburg  College  Alumni  Board  adopted  several  changes  to  the 
Alumni  Association  constitution  at  its  April  6 meeting.  The  action  reflects 
changes  in  the  board’s  relationship  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  president  and  president-elect  of  the  Alumni  Board  have  been 
members  of  the  Board  of  Regents  since  1999-  They  currently  serve  a two-year 
term  on  the  Board  of  Regents  and  a five-year  term  on  the  Alumni  Board.  The 
Board  of  Regents  recommended  that  Alumni  Board  representatives  serve  a 
four-year  term  as  Regents,  resulting  in  the  following  changes  to  the  Alumni 
Association  constitution: 

• The  Alumni  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Board  president,  president-elect,  at 
least  16  members-at-large,  one  representative  from  the  50-Year  Club,  one 
representative  from  the  faculty,  the  current  student  body  president  and 
the  president  of  Student  Alumni  Council. 

• The  general  officers,  that  is  president  and  president-elect,  and  the  vice 
chairs  of  committees  shall  form  the  executive  committee  of  the  Alumni 
Board  and  shall  have  voting  privileges. 

• The  president  and  president-elect  will  be  members  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  for  the  duration  of  their  terms  as  officers  of  the  Alumni  Board. 

• The  president-elect  shall  be  selected  every  other  year  (odd  years)  from 
Alumni  Board  members  who  have  served  a minimum  of  two  years  on  that 
board.  They  will  serve  as  Alumni  Board  representatives  to  the  college’s 
Board  of  Regents  their  two  years  as  president-elect  and  the  succeeding 
two  years  as  president,  for  a total  of  four  years.  The  vice  chairs  of 
committees  shall  be  appointed  each  year  for  a one-year  term;  however, 
they  can  be  reappointed  to  serve  a second  year. 

• The  16  members-at-large  shall  be  elected  to  one  four-year  term.  Four 
shall  be  elected  annually. 

• The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  Alumni  Board  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  executive  committee. 

• Any  duly  elected  member  of  the  Alumni  Board  is  eligible  for  election  as 
an  officer  in  accordance  with  Article  V of  the  Constitution. 

• Standing  committees  of  the  Alumni  Board  shall  be  established  by  the 
Alumni  Board  as  deemed  necessary,  and  the  Board  shall  also  select  a vice 
chair  to  head  each  committee.  (There  will  no  longer  be  a secretary  or  past 
president  on  the  Alumni  Board.) 

In  other  business,  the  board: 

OUTLINED  the  goals  for  its  mission  statement  as  (1)  securing  and 
developing  resources;  (2)  increasing  enrollment;  (3)  enhancing  awareness  of 
Wartburg  College;  (4)  recognizing  the  accomplishments  of  alumni  and 
friends. 

ENDORSED  a 2003  Alumni  Tour  to  Tanzania. 

SUGGESTED  e-mailing  all  alumni  when  Outfly  is  called  on  campus. 
RECOMMENDED  that  the  Friday  evening  Homecoming  dinner  begin 
at  5:30  p.m.  to  enable  participants  to  arrive  on  time  for  the  8:30  p.m. 
performance  of  Kastle  Kapers. 

SET  the  fall  Homecoming  meeting  for  Sunday,  Oct.  20,  to  avoid  conflicts 
with  the  Board  of  Regents  meeting  Thursday  and  Friday,  Oct.  17-18.

Dr.  Curtis  Klaassen  '64,  Leawood,  Kan.,  who  has  spent  more  than  three 
decades  teaching  and  conducting  research  in  the  field  of  toxicology, 
was  honored  in  May  as  a University  Distinguished  Professor  by  the 
University  of  Kansas  Medical  Center. 

Klaassen  is  head  of  the  toxicology  section  in  the  department  of 
pharmacology,  toxicology,  and  therapeutics.  He  has  taught  at  KU 
Medical  Center  since  1968,  when  he  completed  his  doctorate  in 
pharmacology  at  the  University  of  Iowa.  He  was  named  full  professor  and  head  of  his  section 
in  1977. 

As  a researcher,  Klaassen  has  studied  how  living  organisms  adapt  to  cadmium,  a toxic 
environmental  pollutant. 

"Cadmium  is  commonly  used  in  alloys  to  make  them  corrosion-resistant,"  he  said.  "As  a result 
of  man's  activities,  cadmium  is  spread  out  around  the  environment,  and  we  try  to  understand 
its  adverse  effects." 

A major  portion  of  his  current  research  involves  studying  transporters,  proteins  in  cell 
membranes  that  help  protect  humans  from  some  chemicals.  This  research  holds  promise  for 
developing  new  ways  to  target  drugs  to  specific  areas  of  the  body. 

For  the  past  23  years,  Klaassen  has  held  a National  Institute  of  Environmental  and  Health 
Sciences  teaching  grant  to  train  graduate  and  postgraduate  students.  His  students  have  gone 
on  to  research  positions  at  universities  and  private  corporations  throughout  the  world. 

He  is  the  author  of  more  than  360  articles  in  peer-reviewed  journals  and  has  served  in 
editorial  positions  for  several  toxicology  journals.  He  also  has  served  on  a number  of  national 
and  international  committees  and  received  several  professional  awards  and  honors. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  Institute  for  Scientific  Information  recognized  Klaassen  as  a Highly  Cited 
Researcher  in  pharmacology.  Only  108  scholars  in  the  world,  43  from  the  United  States, 
received  this  designation.
